Summary of Education-Related Legislation Enacted in the 2015 Regular and
Special Sessions of the CT General Assembly

» Public Act 15-237- An Act Concerning High School Graduation Requirements

Delays, by one year, implementation of the scheduled changes to the State’s high school graduation
requirements. Creates a nine member task force to study the alignment of the high school graduation
requirement changes with the Common Core State Standards adopted by the SBE and the feasibility of
adding CRP training as a graduation requirement.

» Public Act 15-238 — An Act Concerning Student Assessments

Eliminates the option (grade 10 or 11) of students taking mastery exams designed to measure grade
appropriate skills in reading, writing and math and instead requires they be take in the 11% grade.
Exams must be nationally recognized college readiness assessments that measure essential and grade
appropriate skills.
